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One Disadvantage 

Aside iioni Iieing a pure waste of 
time, as many people assert, a college edu- 
cation has been criticised by several emin' 
ent persons as a direct obstacle lo the bet 
termcnt of the race since it tends *o break 
up or at least to postpone the develop' 
ment of home and family life which near- 
ly all sociologists insist upon as the basis 
of civilized society. 

The young man who spends four years 
at college finds himself upon graduation 
with an education of doubtful, or at least 
of uncertain value. Wherever he starts, it 
must be at the bottom; and the bottom of 
' aiij'thing is not synonymous with econo 
mic independence. His companions at 
high school, who chose perhaps the better 
part, are now comfortably established 
They have responsible jobs — possibly as- 
sistants to tlie boss — with every prospect 
of getting something better soon. Some 
of them are married and comfortably set 
". tied, all the others are in a position to fol- 
low suit at will. 

The college mun may have a job — at 

the bottom on the uneasy condition of 

"showing what he can do" — but the money 

accompanying jobs on the bottom with 

conditions attached does not usually run 

into large figures. He can count, even if he 

does make good, on being another three 

or four years on the lower rungs of the 
ladder. 

canwhile, his friends have become 
downright prosperous. They are all mar 
ried now and most of them 'have families 
—several of the families are large. The 
college man plods along. His chances of 
advancement are now fairly clear, but so 
are his chances of remaining a bachelor. 
Before he can really support a wife his 
youth is gone, and in most cases there 
goes wilh it any chance which he may 
have had of enjoying normal family life. 

"The wrong people have all the chil- 
dren" says a noted sociologist, and al- 
though high school graduates in good po- 
sitions are decidedly not "wrong" they are 
possibly not quite as eligible fathers and 
mothers as college graduates. The com- 
parative sterility of this class considered 
along with their eminent fitness for par- 
enthood leads to the conclusion that col- 
lege education and family life tend to be 
mutually exclusive, and while a degree 
carries with it many advantages, happy 
riarried life is notflikéjy to be one of them. 

"Students Together" 

,When one of our professors remark- 
ed in a class the other day that the mem- 
bers of the staff and the students were 
"all students together," we were frankly 
skeptical about the whole matter. Per- 
haps experience with several courses, in 
which discussion and carried on strictly, 
for academic purposes, with the professor 
regularly summing up matters with "the 
right answer", had hardened us to such 
pleasant, but pat, phrases. 

Eight at the start we would interpret 
the title "student" in its best sense; indivi- 
duals, young in mind, who are seeking 
to solve certain problems in a scientific, 
logical manner, with minds as 'inprejudic- 
ed as possible. We rec ognize the value of 
a stern profossor, who pummels students 
who are sloppy in their thinking and 
phrasiology; but we are most definitely 
opposed to the profe.ssor who stuffs his 
own opinions down the throats of unwill- 
ing students, either, because he has thought 
all the matters ovei-, and ha? established 
an unchangeable attitude, or because he is 
too lazy intellectually to keep up in his re- 
search, and must cover up his rustiness. 

The former group of those whom we 
oppose are the lesser of two evils, we ad- 
mit. But just as they have had freedom 
to from their own opinions, so should they 
allow the students the same privilege. Tiie 
student who graduates from the univei-- 
sity, however little real knowledge he may 
have acquired has developed an attitude 
of thinking, which stays wilh him for some 
time to come. If this has been guided and 
not imposed on him by the professors, he 
has gained a great deal; l)Ul if each an-' 
•'/■«ry, brain-child is adopted, and not cre- 



ated free of borrowed opinions, he is badly 
off, intellectually. 

We are hoi)ing for too much if w 
e.xpect to find every professor like Doctor 
Gottlieb, the old scientist in Sinclair Lewis 
"Arrowsmith," and yet occasionally we 
should find here and there a number of 
the staff who seriously attempts to adopt 
the true student's attitude of open minded 
ness and scientific exactness.

ON MAKING FLUNKING 

Sonic enterprising educator worn to exaspera- 
tion over tho problem of how to decrease the num 
bor of academic failures and flunks has suggested 
In some sort of comic desperation that a require 

mcnt be placed upon the student to jiay for their 
poor scholastic work at the rate ot $25 per flunked 
course. 

The obvious motive aa we understand it is to 
strike at those students who have, not been taking 
their education seriously because It doesn't talk In 
dollars and cents. To make them pay for poor schol- 
astic work will give them a tangible reason for 
keeping up in their work. 

By putting education In the nature of a poker 
game with a "23 buck a bum guess" kickin for a 
poor bit of Iteadwork glamorous youth might take 
education as seriously as his bridge or Jackpot. It 
seems that If we must force higher education on the 
masses to increase the general level, universities 
might well attempt to compete with the methods 
employed by carnivals. 

Ab we think over the records we see where the 
revenue problem of tho insUtutlon might be tem- 
porarily relieved by the application ot such a rule. 
We could only hope that the honor ot our acudemi 
clans would bo such as to preclude a vindicative 
sort of piracy on the part of the faculty. 

We are afraid that on the whole this pl.an will 
not be adopted, because our universities have not 
advanced far enough In their psychology to com- 
pete wUh the carnivals. True, tliey have attracted 
thousands to tlio Inslilutiona with the lure ot tho 
football spectacle, tho lurid tales of campus life, 
and the goal of the graduate "an\oothly" marching 
lo quick success, but too often their attractions 
have failed once they are on the ground. There is a 
stimulus needed, but surely it cannot bo the regres- 
sive sort that a monetary penalty would Imply.

Too, repetition adds eniphnaiH, Hit a nail twice 
wilh a hammer and you will, drive It farther than 
you oan with one blow. Thus it Is In studying. 
Again, in systematic cramming you will Invariably 
find bits of knowledge— veritable geuis- that you 
have overlooked or that had completely eacapod 
your memory. 

Irfist year a test on cramming was conducted at 
one of the larger schools of tlio country. One halt 
of the class— and not a selected half— was Informed 
that a quizz in certain subject would bo given the 
next day. The other half was kept In ignorance. 
When tho papers wore graded," the resuits revealed 
that tho portion that had been Informed displayed 
tremendously greater amount of knowledge than 
liio portion that was not Informed.

Lot no one misunderstand ua. ^Ve are not advo- 
cating tlie putting oft ot study until tho last mo- 
ment and tlinii learning enough (o pass the exam 
the night before. That can not ba done in other 
than exceptional cases, v^Nor do we say one should 
study until the smo.ll hours of the morning on the 
eve of an examination. But we do say cram. 

Get your books down and comb them syatom- 
atlcally. Absorb all the knowledge you can. Tou 
will need it aome d^y,

Ellen Wilkinson 
Outlines British 
Labor Problems 

(Continued from Pago One) 
for needy workers and care of tho un 
employed. There is no dole in England 
such as exi.st.s in Canada and tho U, S. 
:ind wo wouldn't .^tand for It for five 
minutes. AVo have a, system of un 
employment Insurance fund to which 
the workers, employers and tho gov 
ernmcnt contribute. Tho government 
has been forced to e.viend .a loan of 
.C"0,000,000 to tho insurance fund and 
poi.s Interest for it. Out of tho 2,000,000 
labourers receiving aid, only 400,000 
aro getting more than they paid in. 

"Wo havo worked out a better self 
respecting system than the American. 
Tho workers havo to give evidence ut 
certain times that they cannot get 
work ami If they refuse work outside 
of Etrlkc-brenklng and at r.ates lower 
than Uiosc of tho Unions, they lose 
their relief. 

Main Lines of Action 
"Tho main lines along which the 
l^abor Government has worked has 
been to improve docks and harbours 
in .'■o far as public works are con- 
cerned. However, public works do not 
affect technological unemployment. 
Our economic order must bo tested 
by the way in which It meets the de- 
mands of the new era. The difference 
between your economic and ours is 
that you are still in the pioneer state 
and aro not so influenced by tradi- 
tion. 

"Thero is in Britain a strong dis- 
like for largo scale impersonal reor- 
ganisation. The British middle class Is 

résistent to new conditions and Ideas 
both socialistic and capitalistic". The 
speaker cited the coa' and cotton in- 
dustries as examples of industries in 
which thé needed reorganisation has 
been hampered by this resistance. In 
the newer transport industry, hpwcver, 
reorganisation has been easier. 

"There Is no patent medicine for 
curing unemployment", continued Miss 
"Wilkinson. "Tlic very people who re- 
fuse to cooperate blame tiio Govern- 
ment for tho unemployment and 
say that iKe workers want work. Most 
workers are working too hard and 
have made great sacrifices especially 
in the matter of wages. It Is not fair 
lo judge the l..;ibur Government by the 
growing number of unemployed tor it 
has as much to do Willi it as it has 
with tho weather. 

Touchstone of Policy 

"India' has become tlio touch -stone 
of Labor'.i ]iollcy. Xearly a ri.-ntury of 
misunderstanding lias made it u dif- 
ficult problem. The Jnrliain boycott liab 
caused two thirds of Lancashire's un- 
employment. By getting the Round 
Table Co;iterenco together tlie Gov- 
ernment has made a gesture to tlic 
viirloutf IniJiuii frictions. Any solution 
must be based on equality belwuen 
while and brown. There has been u 
feeling among the delegates tliat Mac- 
J>unald's cliah-manship has lieen an 
historic piece of atalesmanshlp. 

"We arc told that tlio BriUsIl Par- 
liinnciil i.s ilu^ Muther of Parliaments 
but 1 fc<l iluit it is tho Great-grund- 
niothcr uf I'arliumcnts. U syilcd tlie 
slower nioveiiienls of the eighteenth 
and eai'ly nlnctccnlii centuries but it 
cannot look after tho great problems 
of tO:doy". 

Jn conclusion Miss Wiliiinson said, 
"No section of humanity can go much 
farther tlmii tho rest. 'J'lic Labor 
Parly stands for tlic levelling of op 
poiluniUes for all sections of tlie peo- 
ple. The great stream of progress big- 
ger than any party sees Infinite pos- 
sibilities for everyone". 



Rush to Locate 

Factories in East 

Britain And U.S. Are Seek- 
ing Suitable Sites '. 

Toronto. — Canada Is expecting a 
rush of branch factories. Britlsli as 
well as United States industries .arc 
scclcing locations. In a ycai- of de- 
pression more foreign manufacturers 
have located in Toronto, or indicated 
tlioir intentions of locating here, tlian 
at any time In the last decade.

Criminals Born, 
Not Made, Says 
Modern Science 

(Continued from page one) 
traits prevail through generations 
traced iho history of several famille 
In which criminal tendencies were ap 
parent tlirouglr three or four genera 
lion.''. 

The Jukes a family of Dutch settlers 
In America in ibo latfôl^âlf of tli 
19th century, are a sirlklnÉ example 
of this. Of 540 descendants, . 60 were 
criminals nnd of 163 women who 
reached a inarriagcniblo ago in tho 
family, SI wcro harlots. As tho clan 
spread out In different regions, and 
inter married with normal jioople, the 
proportion of serious criminals Ik: 
camo IC'Ss, but tho inherited criminal 
ity affected tho descend.aiits of tb-.-Fe 
unions, nnd 40 per cent of liie I.ilnr 
gencmlions wcro jnontaliy deficient. 

The study of twins lias been very 
important 'and beneficial in research 
Into tho problems of heredity. There 
aro two typos of twins, ordinary ones 
who aro goner.ally of oppo.-iilc scxos 
and dissimilar in appearance, nnd 
identlcil twins, who are usually of tlie 
samo sex and very similar in appear 
nncc. 

Cites Investigation 

Througli some experiments carried 
out in Toroiilo by Dr. Wingficld. wlio 
compared tlirco groups of people, it 
lias been discovered that aj regards 
intelligence, heredity Is five times as 
Important as environment; for height 
heredity is four times, and for bodily 
weight thrço Unies as Important as 
cnvlronmcnl. The threo groups which 
Dr. Wingficld used woro a g.-oup of 
physically identical twins, one of un- 
like fr.aternal twins, who arc like or- 
din.ary brothers and sisters, and 
group from on orphan asylum, who 
were in tho samo environment during 
a fiuartcr ot their lifetime.' 

After citing these results of such 
research, Dr. Husklns stated that In 
no single case can heredity and en 
vironnicnt be dearly .separated. He 
then told ot on oxpcrlnienl recently 
carried out by Dr. Jolianne.s l^anger 
in Munich, where the latter h.as stu- 
died all the twins which have come 
under his obscrballon in tho hospital 
and tho criminal courts. 

Identical Twins 

Of thirteen p.air8 ot identical tsvins 
whoso histories Dl".' Husklns related 
from tlie . report of Dr. 'Langer, ten 
pairs had similar crime records, al 
though their environments woio not 
always tho same. Of the remaining 
threo pairs, in which one twin ot each 
pair showed criminal tendencies while 
tho other was normal, in two cases 
tlic criminal traits h.avo been traced 
to injuries at birth, while In the third 
ca.sc tlierc is doubt that tho twins 
were Identical. 

At tho conclusion ot his summary 
of Dr. tAnger's report. Dr. Husklns 
added that these records do not In 
cludo Instances of professional crimi 
nals, who form the most Important 
problem ot this kind in America to- 
day. 

Dr. llusliins believes that crime Is 
not .a fate which i» boyoiul biiintin 
power to control. It is often associai 
ed Willi biological or psyclioluglcal 
abnormalities. Hereditary factors in 
human beings tend to act tlirough in- 
termediaries such iix the enilocriin' 
glands, and through remedying de- 
fects in these, the person hlm.self may 
bo cured of h's er'mliial lendcnclcs, 
though there is no way in which 
his descciiilaiit.'i tiui bo prevented 
from liihorlling tlicni. 

IVIeans of Control 
As a means oC controlling the 
.•■•pread oC criminal tendencies, Dr 
HuEkins advocaic<l that the passing uf 
scntonces on cri mi mils ^boiild bo lefl 
in tho hands of doctors nnd psychiat- 
rists, as the oi'dinary jMdge, though he 
may decide the right, or wrong of u 
r|ucsllon. Is, through his very fitness 
for his position generally unfitted lo 
detcniiinc a pwiilshmcnt for tho men 
tally and morally weak. 

Mr. G. C. Maclilnnon, who Introdiic 
cd' Dr. Husklns lo thu .Socioly at the 
iieginning of tho address, explained 
ilial tho jnniiose ot the scrios of lec 
tuics, ot which this was llio first, is 
to Introduce to the graduates the men 
who axe now instructors in tho uni 
versHy. Tho next speaker will bo Dr 
Woo* Jiic-ad. hoad of tho cIa.S5lcaI de 
purtiiiciil.

'In tho Great 'War psychologists 
found by experiment that about forty

Their children are looked after by 
Wellfajo Societies, with tha result 
that man is degenerating.

nual luncheon at Iho llulcl Pennsyl- 
vania. "Thero is more nonsense ex- 
pressed on llicsc .sulijjecls than on iiny 
oiher.s, except perhaps the tariff and 
war debts". 

LooEo Ueo Of Terms

largely from the loose use of the terms 
college nnd university. Wlillo Now 
Voik and 1'i-niit.ylvaiil.i protect llio 
nainu "lullcgo", hi added, It is po.sslble 
almost anywiicru elso lo havo a "Col- 
lego ot Ilurscshoeing" if ono doslro.'--. 
And the word "university", ho said Ii- 
not protected at all. 

"There must bo several hundr< 
universities' listed in tho WayXil A I 
manac", he continued. "There are, aw : 
m.Uler ot fact. In tiio Tin ted Slat 
about eight universities. And there ai 
about eight nioro which havo a un - 
vorsity usiiccl and a university stan- 
dard for a part of llieir uetivllics.
